Returned Missionary From China Spoke of Work on Foreign 
Field — Personal Experiences in Small Inland Town 
Told at Informal Gathering 



A-t an informai mcMing of the V. 
TV. C. A. yesterday the members if the 
society bad tin- prlvllese of llstCnlns 
to Mrs. Shaplelgrh, who im.s spant sev- 
eral years in Uie Chinese mission field. 
Mrs. iShaplolHh was obliged t < > leave 
China some years ago on account of 
Ill-health, but is hoping to return to 
her work In tbe near rmiirr\ Mean- 
While she is doing her best to nterest 
young people, and particularly collera 
students, in the work to bo done In 
China. .Mrs. Shaplelgh is strongly in 
favor of the Students' Volunteer 
Movement, as affording the student 
an opportunity of forming a Ji?< Islon 
early in her course and so of obtain- 
ing the added benefit from her studies 
Which comes from working with a de- 
finite purpose in view. However, she 
said, she would never advise any- 
one to volunteer who was not quite 
sure that it was Iter work and that 
in undertaking It she was filling the 
"place which she was best fitted to 
fill. 

Mrs. Hhapleigh then spoke i f or 
work while in China in some detail, 
giving many interesting examples of a 
missionary's reception l'y both hostile 
and friendly peoples in China, and em- 
phasizing tile great need of workers 
iihwe, and the almost universal ivill- 
Ingness on the part of the Chinese to 
listen to the teaching of the mission- 
aries. 

In one Instance, .Mrs. Shaplelgh and 
a fellow-worker, .Miss Henry, went :■• 
a small inland town, where no wurKcra 
had previously gone. At first they 
wc not sure of their reception, but 
the natives received them very well. 
The two ladies wore the Chinese ros- 
lume so as to be less conspicuous, and 
daily took short walks through' the 
quieter streets, gradually Interesting 
the natives In their comings and go- 
ings, and entering Into conversation 
with Ihetn, always giving them a cord- 
ial Invitation to come and see their 
house and "play"— the literal transi- 



tion of the Chinese for "look about." 
Many accepted tin, invitation, showing 
great interest in the Ideas presented 
by the missionaries. Kven the mandar- 
in hltnself called, with all the attend- 
ant pomp of chair-bearers, red para- 
sol ami military guard. The ladles 
were later obliged to return bis call, 
and found his old mother and various 
wives eager to welcome them. Tile 
.difficult pari of the rail ivus to do 
I Justin? to the dinner provided, one item 
on the menu will oil proved particularly 
: distasteful lining "sea slugs." Con- 
[trary to public opinion, there were no 
i rats In evidence, though there were 
large bowls of rlee, which had to ho 
manipulated with silver chop-sticks. 
The chief wife later called on the Mis- 
sionaries personally, on ont; of her rare 
excursions from the palace, bought a 
hymn-book and Bible, and expressed 
the wish that the ladles might stay 
there forever, for they had given her 
so mucih help, ami such wonderful 
new thoughts. Mrs. Shupleigh said. In 
concluding the incident, that she had 
lever seen (lie little Chinese woman 
since, as the mandarin hihl been moved 
to another province, but that she had 
often thought of her and wondered 
If they bad really helped her. 

Miss Leslie thanked Mrs. Sbaplelg'h 
on behalf of the members present; and 
the meeting was then adjourned.

Ten Days Should Sec Last of the 
Disease 



Macdonald College M In quarantine 
and the four hundred students resident 
there will not be allowed from the 
grounds this week end. Visitors will 
be kept from the precincts for ten 
days. 

Three cases of acurlutlna have brok- 
en out In ihe Women's Building. One 
student and two waitresses am affect- 
ed, but their cases are not conaidered 
to be very serious. Immediately after 
the tlrst outbreak wns observed great 
precautions were taken. So far there 
has been no noticeable spread of the 
disease, but the authorities are t. -nvlng 
no ptone unturned to prevent any fur- 
ther recurrence. 

Unfortunately, before the disease wns 
discovered, the patients had a good 
chance to spread the malady, not only 
among the rest of the women students, 
but also amongst Ihe agricultural men 
who take their meals with them. 

This Is the llrst serious outbreak 
which has ever inken place at Mac- 
donald. In previous years thero have 
been a few Isolated eases, but none of 
them bad the serious effect that this, 
Ihe latest outbrenk. hns had. The stu 
dents in attendance will be deprived 
of their dally visits to the tuck shops 
in St. Anne's and will be forced to con- 
fine their pedestrian efforts to the lim- 
its of the fence, encircling the grounds 
Those who were Intending to come to 
the city over Hunday will also feel Ihe 
restrictions. A number of homes will 
be disappointed :it the non-appear- 
ance of some of their members. 

Another important event bus also 
been seriously affected. Tbe soccer 
match between Macdonald COHesre and 
McOill. which was to have taken place 
tills afternoon on the campus, has been 
called off as the team will not be ill 
lowed to leave Mncdnniild. However, 
the executive have arranged to have 
a game with the M.A.A.A. The match 
will start at Î.30 aa before arranged.

Upon inquiry 1 was told that 
if 1 cared to change my decision a< 
to the necessity of having two men 
cover the game and put in another re- 
quest f or h . l!f ^ gy mi lt w<mW 

ably be granted. This meant that the 
Council had decided for me, that only 
one man would be necessarv. and that 
they were running the paper and not 
I- Now an editor Is not an editor In 
the full sense ,,f the word unless he 
is at least allowed to decide on 'he 
system of gathering news and the dis- 
position of the reporters. By their 
action the Council showed that they 
were not prepared to allow this au- 
thority to rest with me. and added 
insult to Injury by neglecting to con- 
»ult with mo before taking anv such 
drastic step. Consequently, I resign- 
ed. 

The fact that two members of the 
I staff paid their own way to Toronto 
and reported the game, was ,.f mtoor 
I Importance. All but two of the edi- 
I torial staff had worked hard and faith- 
fully since the ilrst Issue of the paper, 
without receiving any remuneration 
and without desiring any. In faet 
three editors refused to consider the 
acceptance „f money at all. When, 
therefore, it was merely a quest!,,,! „f 
paying a few dollars out of their 
pockets in order to obtain a good ac- 
count of the Toronto game, the two 
members of the staff who did go up 
were quite willing to pay their own ex- 
penses. M was a small matter com- 
pared to the am,, unt of time and en- 
ergy tiiat they had already put into 
their work on the "Dally," What led 
to my resignation was simply the oon- 
Mict In opinion between myself and 
the Council, 

Now. as for the last statement winch 
I quoted In the opening paragraph of 
this letter, regarding the policy of cii{- 
i ting down expenses, I have very lit- 
tie to say except that I art) heartily 
in accord with It. l-\,r this reason 1 
came to a n understanding with the 
Council at tho time of my appoint- 
ment by which I was not to receive 
any remuneration for my services, al- 
though this salary h,,d been paid t, 
the editor-in-chief the year before 
When it came to a question of obtain- 
Ing a llrst-elass report of the most 
important event of the whole college 
year, however. It was my opinion that 
the paper should not be sacrifier,! for 
the sake of Hf teen or twenty dollars 
especially as a large profit on the 
"DaWy" was expected at the end of 
the year. 

Trusting that tiis letter will shed 
some light on the ••Dally" situation, 
and thanking you for your space, I 
am, yours truly.

Dear .Sir.- I would like, through the 
columns of the Dally, to ask a few 
questions and to make some s Uffifs . 
tions which may prove of practical 
value. 

At the general meeting of the Stu- 
dents Society held last spring a mo- 
tion was proposed that the editor of 
the Daily should he present at all 
Council meetings and report them for 
tho paper. This was opposed by 
every momher of the present Conn- 
ell. ond the motion was lost by a small 
margin. The members of the Council 
made definite and positive assurances 
that full publicity would he Riven to 
all the actions of thr Council and that 
one of their members would report 
the meetings very fully. It was this 
assurance that induced many of those 
present to vote against the motion. 

Since the opening of the session re- 
ports of every meeting of the Coun- 
cil have appeared in the Daily, al- 
though In one instance the report tele- 
phoned down at a late hour was so 
meagre that the editor refused to pub* 
llsh It at all. This week the report 
gives the essence of all the business 
that was transacted, hut I do not Hunk 
that It wa.4 reports of this kind that 
the students expected would hp forth- 
coming when they agreed to allow the 
continued private meetings of tho 
Council. It seems ridiculous that the 
complete business of the meetings of 
•UCh comjMrallvrly small societies its 
the Harrier Club or the Political Econ- 
omy Club should be reported in fun 

while I he meetings of the Students" 
Council, the most important body at 
McOllI, should i,e written up in euoh 
a haphazard fashion. I think thai the 
majority of students would like to see 
almost a verlKUlm report of the meet- 
ings. It Is Important that we should 
know what motions were proposed and 
by whom, whether or not they were 
carried, and what eaeh man's Opinions 
were on the subject. Surelv no man 
would express at a Council meeting 
views that be would be ashamed to 
have put before the whole student 
body. 

I thiak that for years there has been 
altngvthor too much secrecy nlHiiit thr 
Council, and too much of the feeling 
that they are a 1>ody nuite above the 
intelligence of the average student, 

what would people think of the Mon- 
treal City Council if no reporters were 
allowed at Hip meetings '.'

Fourteen Institutions to be Repre- 
sented in Annual Cross- 
country Event 

What promises to be the Neatest 
intercollegiate cross-country race ever 
held under the auspices of the Inter- 
collegiate Association of Amateur Atlv 
leteS of America will be held to-mor- 
row over the national course at Van 
Cortlandt Park, New York. So far 
two hundred and eight entries have 
hem received representing fourteen 
different institutions. 

From Ihe comparative scores that 
have been made 4>o far this seas iti 
and Ihe records of the individual men 
thfre is every indication that the race 
will be probably the most closel. 
contested of any that have ever been 
held. The four teams that lead tho 
others in the records made so far 
this season are those of Cornell, 
Pennsylvania, Harvard, and Prince* 
ton. In the first meet of the season 
Cornell was defeated by Harvard, last 
year's champions, by the close score 
of 58 to 55, hut two weeks later the 
Ithncans defeated the fast l'enn team 
by a Wide margin after Ihe latter had 
decisively scored victories over the 
Carlisle Indians and the Columbia 
team. Their defeat by Harvard was 
evidently due .to the fact that the 
Crrnell team is made up for the 
most part of Inexperienced men and 

they had not ns yet struck their stride. 
Yale has bceu defeated by Princeton 
and has defeated IlaTvnrd, White 
Princeton has also added lo her vic- 
tories a decisive score against Colum- 
bia. 

Probably the best runner in the 
league is Hoffmeler, a Cornell Sopho- 
more, wh i In the nice with Harvard 
hd captain Boyd, of Harvard, home 
by a margin or three-quarters of a 
minute. Coach .lack Monkley, more» 
over, has other reliable men In 
.1 B. Ward and .1. II. McColdNck. Up 
at Cambridge a good Quartet is found

will have Cook. Nash nnd Langley. 

The I'rineet in cross-country team 
Is probably the best that has ever re- 
presented the University. The pres- 
ent team is the result of a enreful po- 
licy towards the future which has ben 
pursued for the past three years Al- 
though from comparative times a 
Princeton man is not likely to be the 
first to break the tape 1 , still with a 
quartet of steadv men as Captain P. 
S. Morrison, I9IH, A. Hunter. I!>tfi, M. 
Hayea, IMS, and H. H. Harnett. I91«, 
Princeton has about the best chance 
of any other of the teams to score the 
lowest number of points. 

The teams that have entered are as 
follows: Brawn, the College of the 
City of Vew York.

Cornell. Dartmouth, Harvard. Michi- 
gan, Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nclogy, Pennsylvania State.

the higher normal, having a course of 
three years and one year of prepar- 
atory course, ages 17—20. Two kinds 
j of Industrial schools are also specl- 
! fled, each having a course of three 
years and one year of preparatory 
course, age.* 17—20. Two kinds of in- 
dustrial schools are also specified, fnrh 
having a course of three years, seed 
10—12 and 13 — 15. The scheme given 
received the endorsement of the Cen- 
tral Bdueatlonal Association, with the 
exception of the college jtrepuratory 
course, whtr.h the conference urged to 
have shortened from three years to 
one year. For on*- reason or another 
this recommendation of the confer- 
ence waa not accepted, und I he plan 
ns given nbove has since been offi- 
cially made the new educational 
scheme for the Republic,

Abraham has 
ropeatod'himsclf and Is all", repeating 
himself with monotonous sameness In 
various forms of the old story all over 
the world to-day, and women arc pretty 
equally divided into Sara-is and Hagur*. 

To the militants Miss QorreOJl 1* 
quite motherly, in an austere kind jf

"No, my dear sisters all! — I cannot 
condone the meanness of slinking about 
tinder cover of the night and Injuring 
tho property of Innocent people, or 
damaging national treasures of art, 
which arc yours as much as any one 
else's to guard and %io cherish. Such 
actions are like those of naughty chil- 
dren who smash father's watch and 
break nuither's china simply because 
they cannot have their own wilful 
way. Believe me or discredit me as 
you will, there is no one* thai baa the 
true Cause of your '(lights' more at 
heart I hail I— but I deprecate and de- 
plore every rough and evil deed which 
makes you resemble uncivilized man 
at his Worst. Violence Is man's pre- 
rogative; woman's province is to gain 
by gentleness what he snatches by 
bru t a strength. The 'militant Suffra- 
gette' in unwomanly: and therein lies 
her worse disgrace. 

. . . The Suffragists seem to think 
that the 'Vote' will ensure considera- 
tion for Women on a broader and more 
Intelligent basis, but I venture to douM 
this. Certainly il will do no good If 
it bus to be obtained by such methods 
of depredation nnd Violence as place 
women on a much lower level of I 
shame than any of the wrongs and In- 
Juriea < f which they complain. And in 
any ease, it la to be feared thai It can 
only end In estrunging man altogether 
from every ohorieiieO ideal he bus 
formed of womnnhood. and quenching 
within him every spark of tenderness 
and chivalry. To gain the Suffrage 
and to lose Love? Is It worth while? 
Lovo begets faith, and faith begets 
love— 'they are the equal swing of the 
pendulum, and without either faith or 
lova « woman's nature Is deformed 
and becomes a mere abortion of sex."

The history of the Wentworth family- 
is Intimately connected with that of 
New Hampshire up to the time of the 
Revolution; and to understand clear- 
ly the conditions of the Province dur- 
ing Sir John's administration we must 
know the Important incidents of the 
lives of his antecedents. 

THE ITRST WENTWORTH. 
The rirsl of the family to take up 
tils abode in the new land was a cer- 
tain William Wentworth, a man of 
strong Puritan tendencies, who In 1836 
came over froni Kngland to escape I would end, and 
persecution. Utile is known of him 
except that h* was banished from Uos- 
ton in 1637 on account of his opinions; 
•that he founded the town of Kxetcr ; 
•that he fought In most of the Indian 
wars: and that he lived at Wells anil 
finally died at Dover in 1«97. 

The next of the family of whom we 
find any trace In the annuls of that 
period is Banning Wentworth, an un- 
cle of the subject of this paper, and 
himself a governor of New Hampshire. 
The colony, wtviah hud originally been 
composed of the four aelf-governlng 
towns of Portsmouth, Hover, Kxetcr 
und Hampiton, had In 1643, either of 
its own choice or through the neoe*

AT HALIFAX. 
In ITS.' be received 11 new commis- 
sion as surveyor-general of the Klnu*
